Hirohito Promises To Visit U.S. 


TOKYO (UPIJ - Emperor 
Hirohito today welcomed Presi­ 
dent Ford as the first U.S. chief 
of state to visit Japan and said 
in a toast, it was “regrettable” 
the two countries fought in 
World War II. 
Ford, dining at the ancient 
Imperial Palace in a ceremony 
telecast throughout Japan and 
in the United States, got a 
promise from .Hirohito that the 
emperor would visit America 
next year. 
Ford's first official day in 
Japan was mostly ceremony 
although he did visit with 
Prime Minister Kakuei Tanaka 
about issues ranging from the 
energy crisis and superpower 
arms negotiations to controver­ 
sial charges that U.S. nuclear 
weapons have been taken into 
Japan. 
The only discordant note 
came when Tokyo’s left-wing 
mayor, RyokicM Minobe, com­ 
plained in a news conference 
that Ford had refused to dis­ 
cuss the nuclear weapons issue 
with him during an official 
courtesy call. 
Heavy security precautions 
pre va i 1 ed e v e ry w h e re Ford 
went. But despite fears to the 
contrary, the President spent 
his first full day in the Land of 
the Rising Sun without seeing a 
single demonstrator. 
A strike by 3.5 million transit 
and communications workers, 
triggered in part by Ford’s 
visit, made life hard for 7.8 
million commuters. But the 
walkout, which lasted from 12 
to 15 hours,, had no .impact on 
Ford himself and police said 
there were no incidents. 
Dem onstrations in 1960 
caused the late President 
Dwight D. Eisenhower to can­ 
cel a planned trip to Japan at 
the last minute, and, there had 
been fears that leftist extre­ 
mists and other demonstrators 
would mar the Ford visit. But 
the threatened mass demon­ 
strations failed to materialize. 
Ford’s day started with a 
forma! welcome from Hirohito 
at the GeiMnkan, Japan’s offi­ 


cial guest house, where the 
President is staying. 
There, in a courtyard under a 
cloudless sky, the 38th Presi­ 
dent of the United States and 
Japan’s 124th sovereign — each 
dressed in formal morning 
clothes — bowed and shook 
hands. 
During a 10-minute private 
meeting in the palace, Hirohito 
introduced Ford to Empress 
Nagako. his 70-year-old wife of 
50 years. No women were 
present at any of the formal 
ceremonies because Ford’s wife 
Betty, recovering from cancer 
surgery, had been unable to 
accompany her husband. 


In a burst of classic U.S. 
political handshaking, Ford 
stopped his limousine just out­ 
side the palace when he left and 
greeted a crowd of a tout 1,500 
lining the curb Then he drove 
on to the guest house for his 
meeting with Tanaka, who is 
fighting charges he amassed a 
large personal fortune while in 
public office. 
Secretary of State Henry A. 
Kissinger said Tanaka and 
Ford talked extensively about 
the energy crisis, an important 
topic to Japan because that 
nation must import 80 per cent 
of its oil.

FTC Orders Holiday Magic To 
Refund Money To Thousands 
I-J Special Report 
WASHINGTON - The Feder­ 
al Trade Commission yesterday- 
ruled that the Holiday Magic 
form of San Rafael illegally and 
deceptively used a pyramid 
selling scheme, and ordered the 
firm to make refunds to thou­ 
sands of its victims. 
The full commission affirmed 
a ruling issued in June 1973 by 
one of its examiners, which 
ordered refunds to investors 
dating back to October 1964. 
The FTC began its action 


against Holiday Magic in 1970, 
before the death of William 
Penn Patrick, the firm’s foun­ 
der. 
(In San Rafael, two spokes­ 
men for Holiday Magic both 
claimed the FTC announcement 
was “premature” and that top 
officials of U.S. Universal, the 
holding firm that governs Holi­ 
day Magic, are in Washington 
“ negotiating” an agreement 
with the FTC. They said the 
firm, would announce the re­ 
sults Thursday.) 


Nixon Said Urged To Nail 
Mitchell For Watergate

WASHINGTON (UPI) - As 
the Wratergate cover-up began 
to collapse in April, 1973, Presi­ 
dent Richard M. Nixon and his 
top aides discussed ways to 
make it look like Nixon person­ 
ally “cracked” the case, ac­ 
cording to a. White House tape 
played im court today. 
A tape of an April 14, 1973, 
meeting between Nixon and 
aides H. R. Haldeman and John 
D. Eh.rli.cfam,an — both of them 
now- standing trial for the cov­ 
er-up — showed when played in 
the cover-up trial that they 
were resigned to the growing 
public awareness of possible 
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top-level involvement in Water­ 
gate and were trying to cut 
their losses. 
Haldeman and Ehrlichman 
suggested during the meeting 
that Nixon himself move to 
“nail” the two top officials of 
his 1972 re-election campaign — 
former Attorney General John 
N. Mitchell and Jeb Stuart Ma- 
gruder. 
Ehrlichman also relayed a 
suggestion from another Nixon 
aide. Charles W. Colson, that 
-Nixon persuade Watergate 
mastermind G. Gordon Liddy to 
talk to the prosecutors. Liddy 
was serving a jail term at the 
time, vowing he would never 
disclose the details of the 
break-in. 
“You would send, you’d send 
word to him and of course 
wanting him to make full dis­ 
closure or in some way you 
would be activist on this 
score,” Ehrlichman told Nixon. 
“He (Colson) wants you to, to 
say afterward that you cracked 
the case.” 
Nixon and his aides later 
discussed the idea of having 
Magruder, who had perjured 
himself before the grand jury, 
tell the truth and seek immuni-

guns that yesterday’s ruling is 
final, according to United Press 
International, and estimated 
the amount to be refunded at 
“up to $100 million 
The FTC spokesmen also not­ 
ed that Holiday Magic is under 
a federal court order issued 
aprii 3, to refund some $250 
million, to almost 30,000 inves­ 
tors. That ruling ordered a res­ 
titution fund established with 
all of the firm's nonoperating 
assets and a percentage of its 
future gross income. The ver­ 
dict resulted from a suit by the 
Securities and Exchange Com­ 
mission. 
Spokesmen said the Federal 
Trade Com.mission, will step 
into enforcement of the SEC 
case ruling also, if the firm 
violates the order. 
(Holiday Magic spokesmen 
referred all questions on the 
financial arrangements under 
the SEC verdict to the firm's 
attorney, Alvin H. Goldstein Jr. 
His office said he will be out of 
town through tomorrow.

The Sen Rafael City Council, stung by recent 
criticism of the city police department, last night 
said it acts as a human rights commission to hear 
complaints stemming from employee conduct.

The council said that while it 


pressed “sympathy” with the

needed to clarify policy in light 
of probes of San Rafael police 
by the Marin County Hum,an 
Rights Commission. 
At issue are recent reviews 
by the county agency of a 
police raid on a teen-age beer 
party and police questioning of 
a 12-year-old boy in connection 
with the unsolved slaying of 
Lucy Ann Gil bride. 
The commission, which the 
city claims has no jurisdiction 
within city limits, heard com­ 
plaints that police officers used 
unnecessary force to break up 
the party, and improperly 
grilled the youth without paren­ 
tal knowledge. 
Cou.ncil.men last night bristled, 
at the county’s handling of the 
matter, saying the council has 
always provided a forum for 
such complaints. 
“I think we do it right now 
without giving it a name,” said 
Mayor C. Paul Bettini. 
“I don’t know that it’s neces­ 
sary in San Rafael to have a 
rights commission, but in light 
of (the police incidents) it’s 
good to declare openly we act 
as a rights commission,” said 
Councilman Lawrence E. MuJ- 
ryan. “The alternative is to 
force people if they do have 


complaints to go to the county 
rights commission which has no 
jurisdiction over us.” 
Council men appeared pleased 
with a policy adopted Thursday 
by the county rights commis­ 
sion of referring complaints 


against city police departments 
to the departments through, the 
county criminal justice plan­ 
ning agency. Councilman John 
A. Miskimen called the new 
policy “excellent ” 
Ernest Gray, chairman of the 
county human rights commis­ 
sion, claimed the policy ap­ 
proved Thursday was merely a 
reaffirmation of longstanding 
practice. “We re not interested 
in keeping jurisdiction" if local 
agencies handle such problems, 
he said City officials noted, 
however, that Gray’s commis­ 
sion had not referred the two 
police matters to San Rafael 
officials. 
Anise M. Turma of 4 Dias 
Way, who said she sparked the 
proto of the beer party last 


August after a report from her 
son who attended, told council- 
men that “I tried to keep this 
thing very quiet believe it or 
not.” 
She said press accounts of the 
beer bash, were unfair to the 
partygoers. and said the council 
“blew up" the situation by di­ 
recting the city police adminis­ 
tration not to cooperate with 
the county proto1. "You just 
can’t keep Ihings like this 
down,” said Mrs, Purina, who 
is considering a bid for a San 
Rafael City Council seat next 
March. 
Mrs Turina was backed by 
several residents in urging 
councilmen to appoint a citizens 
committee to monitor human

Black Commissioner Quits 
Marin Housing Authority 


Arthur Miller Jr. has re­ 
signed from the Marin County 
Housing Authority board, say­ 
ing; “there is no pride left in 
this service for a black man.” 
In a latter to Michael Worn- 
um, chairman of the Board of 
Supervisors, Miller excoriated 
his, fellow directors, charging 
that the board has perpetrated 
“dirty tricks” on black people 
in Marin. 
The board “has been made 
into a selling tool to connnce 
blacks that they should be con­ 
tent living in Marin City for 
nothing and stay out of the rest 
of the county,” he wrote 
The authority .board, the Ma­ 
rin Legal Aid Society and the 
county Human Rights Depart­ 
ment “share the job of making 
this deal sound attractive to 
blacks and of assuring the rest 
of the county” that blacks will 
stay in Mann City, Miller said. 
There are several ways that 
"blacks are being used to con-

tain blacks in Marin City,” 
according to the authority di­ 
rector 


“Our black director (Wallace 
K Shepherd) was illegally dis­ 
charged by four out of 14 com­ 
missioners at the whim of one 
racist dilitant (sic). This was 
excused by pretending that it 
served the interest of the black 
community,” Miller declared. 
“In fact, it was, done over the 
objection of all responsible 
black leadership in order to 
stop the director's county wide, 
open-housing program and to 
satisfy one man’s petty hatred 
for him The Redevelopment 
Agency suit to correct this will 
probably not even be pursued," 
Miller said. 
Shepherd was executive di­ 
rector of both the housing au­ 
thority and Mann County Rede­ 
velopment Agency until Aug. 13 
when he was fired from the 
authority post by a 4-1 vote of 
the authority’s 
7-member 
board. He still retains the post 
of director of the redevelop-

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CRUSADE — The United 
Bay Area Crusade in. Marin 
has reached the $129,942 
mark toward its $225.000 
goal in the county. In all five 
counties, it has raised $14,- 
207.000 toward $21 million 
sought by the deadline next 
Thrusday. 


A $1 million bond issue for 
next March and a shopping list 
of open space properties were 
presented last night to the 
Corte Madera Town Council. 
(Another Corte Madera Town 
Council story, page 12.) 
The council referred the 
package to town staff and will 
consider final action on the 
matter Dec. 2. 
A 30-mem.tor citizens com­ 
mittee which labored two 
months to assemble the pack­ 
age described the land it rec­ 
ommended the city seek and 
told how much it will cost 
taxpayers. 
Committee cochairman Na­ 
omi Seward said the group de­ 
cided that two categories, A 
and B, should to set up, with A 
consisting of those parcels of 
city wide interest which sepa­ 
rate Corte Madera from its 
neighbors and B those proper­ 
ties of neighborhood signifi­ 
cance 
A parcels cover the North - 
ridge. Meadowsweet and Tib­ 
urón ridges, Hidden Valley and 
the Triangular Marsh north of 
Paradise Drive. 
Parcels in the B category 
include land further down Tib­ 
urón Ridge toward the bay, 
property west of .All Faiths 
Church in East Corte Madera 


and the headwaters of San 
Clemente Creek. 
Councilmen made it dear the 
bond issue, if passed, will be 
flexible enough to allow pur­ 
chase of land not mentioned 
specifically. 
If the bonds are approved and 
the entire $1 million is spent, 
they will cost taxpayers about 
21.5 cents per $100 of assessed 
valuation for 20 years, Mrs.. 
Seward said. 


This translates to about $14 50 
per year to the owner of a 
$34,000 home, $21.50 on a $47,000 
home and $31.75 on a $66.000 
home, said Mrs. Seward. 
Parcels in the A category 
stand a good chance of winning 
matching funds from the coun­ 
ty. Mrs. Seward said.

Urge Sugar Cut

cans to cut their normal sugar 
intake in half as a means of 
combating rising sugar prices. 
Ford yesterday increased the 
im port quota — the maximum 
amount of sugar that can be 
legally imported into the United 
States — to 7 million short tons 
in 1975 The quota this year was 
6.7 million tons.

The 161-page report also said 
an alarm ing num ber of the one 
million elderly patients in 23,000 
nursing homes "have actually 
encountered abuse and physical 
d an g er, including u n sa n ita ry 
conditions, fire hazards, poor or 
unwholesome food, infections, 
adverse drug reactions, over- 
tran q u ilizatio n and freq u en t 
medication errors...” 


The study is the first of an 
unusual series of reports on the 
nation’s 
fast-growing 
nursing 
home industry conducted by the 
Senate Special Comm ittee on 
Aging. 


The comm ittee declared that 
government has failed the el­ 
derly in nursing homes. "This 
failure in public policy is not 
only intolerable but also cost­ 
ly," it said. 
Nine backup reports that will 
be released, roughly at monthly 
intervals, conclude that cruelty, 
negligence, food poisoning and 
other abuses of patients persist 
even in the glare of publicity.

m ajority of the 
nursing 
homes fail to meet standards of 
acceptability," the report said

BEIT SHEAN, Israel (UPI) - 
Four Arab guerrillas burling 
hand grenades as they attacked 
burst into a three-story con­ 
crete apartment bouse in this 
northern Israeli border town 
early today.

But the governors empha­ 
sized to the labor group that 
rushed here from Washington 
after the governors made their 
unanimous move yesterday that 
they did not favor a return to 
the quota system as a means of 
assuring women, blacks and 
other m inorities a stronger 
voice in. party affairs. 
Jacob daym an, speaking for 
the AFL-CIO group, expressed 
satisfaction with the governors' 
explanation, but said labor still 
was concerned about the possi­ 
bility of quotas and would move 
at Kansas City to get stronger 
restrictions against them writ­ 
ten into the charter. 
However, daym an said he 
did not think labor would “rip 
asunder the party” if its posi­ 
tion did not prevail.

“ Hunt is at the grand jury 
today.”

Court Gives 
3 Minor 
Opinions 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
Supreme Court today banded 
down its first opinions of the 
1974-75 term in three minor 
cases dealing 
with 
business 
matters and federal-state juris­ 
diction. in a criminal appeal. 


Justice William. H. Rdknquist 
was the only mem;her to dissent 
from any of Lae actions. 
The crim inal issue arose 
from the conviction of Frank 
Xavier Francisco in the Circuit 
Court of Fairfax County, Va., a 
suburb 
of 
W ashington, 
on 
charges of possessing heroin 
with intent to distribute it. The 
trial judge told the jury that 
intent could be based solely on 
the amount of the drug in Fran­ 
cisco’s possession. 


He drew an eight-year sen­ 
tence and the Virginia Supreme 
Rourt affirmed the conviction. 


Later, in another case, the 
state’s highest court found the 
heroin law unconstitutional on 
the ground that its language did 
not alert “a person of ordinary 
intelligence" as to whether he 
was guilty of mere possession 
— a misdemeanor — or the 
felony of possession with intent 
to distribute. 


M eantime 
Francisco had 
gone into U.S. District Court in 
Alexandria, Va., with claims 
that included the one addressed 
by the state court. 


The district judge and the 4th 
Circuit 'Court of Appeals told 
Francisco to resubmit his chal­ 
lenge to state courts in view of 
the most recent ruling. 


But the U.S. Supreme Court, 
in a brief unsigned opinion, 
rejected this view, citing one of 
its own decisions in a similar 
New York case. Normally, liti­ 
gants must exhaust state reme­ 
dies before coming to federal 
tribunals, 
but in cases like 
Francisco's, the policy would 
not make good sense, the opin­ 
ion said. 


In two business cases the 
Court: 


Ruled, unanimously in. a New 
York City case that a trustee in 
bankruptcy must withhold fed­ 
eral and local income taxes on 
wages earned but not paid in 
the pay period preceding bank­ 
ruptcy. 


Ruled 8 to I, with Rehnquist 
dissenting, 
that state courts 
must enforce contracts to buy 
cotton crops bound for inter­ 
state commerce without regard 
to state licensing requirements.

**■ WASHINGTON (U P I) — John 
X Sawhili, outgoing federal en­ 
e rg y administrator, said today 
The oil industry exerts much 
more influence in Washington 
than he had imagined. 
**• Recently forced to resign, Sa-

lug oilmen even admitted they 
had lobbied for his ouster. But 
he said he did not know if they 
influenced President Ford's de­ 
cision to ask for his resignation. 
Sawhili res.ig.ned after the ad­ 
ministration's top energy advis­ 
ory job went to Interior Secre­ 
tary- Rogers C.B. Morton. But 
he will continue to head the 
agency until 
a successor is 
found. 
“Do you believe the oil indus­ 
try exercises undue influence in 
governm ent'*’’ Sen. William 
Proxmire, D-Wis., asked Sa­ 
whili during the hearing. 
• “ It certainly does exercise a 


lot more influence than I real­ 
ized when I came down here," 
Sawhili said. 
"Whether that 
constitutes undue influence or 
not, I cannot say. There is 
always a danger that one group 
or another can capture an agen­ 
cy.” 
Proxmire then asked how the 
oil lobby shows its influence. 
"I was just surprised at the 
tremendous number of people 
here in Washington connected 
with the industry," Sawhili 
said. 
One reason for his departure, 
Sawhili said,, was his advocacy 
of an added, gasoline tax to 
discourage demand. 
Proxmire noted that Secre­ 
tary of State Henry A. Kissin­ 
ger, a Ford Foundation energy 
report and a Project Independ­ 
ence report by the Federal En­ 
ergy Administration all called 
for strong energy conservation 
measures. 


“Still,” he said, “the adminis­ 
tration refuses to acknowledge 
the necessity of mandatory con­ 
servation measures. Why?" 


“ I don’t believe I know- the 
answer to that,” Sawhili said 
with a grin. "And I’m not being 
facetious. The reason most of­ 
ten given is a concern for the 
impact of those measures on 
the economy.”

Today’s home is a lot smaller 
than the home built 15 or 20 
years ago Ceilings are lower 
and floor space is at a premium 
with construction costs at an 
all-time high 
Something had to give and 
what, the average house lost 
was the entry, the foyer — that 
wonderful room: that introduced 
you to the home and provided a 
hospitable transition from the 
outside to the inside. 
It didn’t have to be the Diplo­ 
matic Reception Room, as the 
official entry to the White 
House is called; it could just be 
the size of a large closet... But it 
was a gracious space where 
messages could be left, coats 
stored and boots removed. 
In today’s house one steps 
from the outside directly into 
the living room This kind of 
instant parlor may be a perfect 
solution to the space squeeze, 
but it certainly takes the glam* 
or out of the grand, entrance, 
not to mention, the problem of 
coat storage or keeping the 
room draft-free and warm 
Just recently, I was faced 
with the very same set of cir­ 
cum stances; the front door 
opened directly into the living 
room and in the winter months, 
this house in. the northeast was 
very costly to heat; with the 
fuel shortage, every draft that 
accompanied the opening or 
closing of the front door made 
the room feel something like a 
Siberian privy in January. 
I DECIDED to create a pro­ 
tective “wall” and at the same 
time create an illusion of en- 
’rance foyer So I constructed a 
closet just deep enough for 
coats, which made it 2 feet deep 
inside. 
There is a small space to the 
left of the closet so that the 
‘«pace flows freely around the 
closet and so that ene can see 
who enters from the living 
room side, but it is close 
enough to the outside wall and 
front door to protect the seated: 
group from cold blasts from 
outdoors 
The closet doors are on the 
new foyer side, of course, for 
easy convenience with coats 
The big plus is that on the 
living room side, this closet 
makes another “wall" for furni 
ture or an accent 
In my room,, I covered the 
hack of the closet with wall-to- 
wall carpet — actually a Rya 
rug, in a large single geometric 
pattern, that fit the 5-foot-wide 
by 8-foot-high dimension of the 


closet exactly and looks like a 
mural commissioned specially 
for this spot 
I matched the detailing of the 
closet to the front door, keeping 
the upper section with its slid­ 
ing doors in the same propor­ 
tion as the fixed, panel over the 
entrance door, thus taking the 
closet to the ceiling. If I had 
wanted an even greater feeling 
of space. I could have cut the 
closet down to the top of the 
doors and let the space flow 
above as well as on either side 
of it. 
The open top would have been 
a good place to locate lights 
shining up to the ceiling and 
creating a pleasant indirect 
light. Instead I used a ceiling 
mounted fixture, but to give 
continuity to the space I used a 
warm toasty quarry tile on the 
floor that continues directly 
into the living room, minimiz­ 
ing the vertical accent of the 
new divider wall in this small 
space.

Tbe Mill Valley City Council 
last night dabbled with tbe idea 
of hiring a local nursery to 
design landscaping for the Mill­ 
er Avenue improvement project 
and then decided to stick to an 
earlier plan of hiring a land 
scape architect for the job 
Councilman Jean S. Barnard 
continued her protests during 
tbe meeting against hiring any­ 
more consultants to work on tbe 
controversial two-block road 
project. She urged the council 
to go straight to local nurseries 
and ask them for planting plans 
and bids on the project. She 
said her plan would get green­ 
ery on tbe street more quickly 
and 
thus end public protest 
against tbe amount of asphalt 
and concrete in the reworked 
road. 
At their last meeting, council­ 
men tentatively picked land­ 
scape architect Ralph Alexan­ 
der of Mil! Valley to design 
planting on Miller. Last night, 
councilm en were scheduled 
merely to approve terms of his 
contract. 
But 
Mrs. 
Barnard 
wanted to scratch Alexander 
entirely. 
Initially, Councilmen Robert 
E. Capron and Gerald J. Hood 
supported her. 
However, Councilman Ivan S. 
Poutiatine termed her idea “the 
most absurd proposal I've ever 
heard — going to a plant sales­ 
man for a professional’s job ” 
The original designer of the 
M iller Avenue im provement 
project, 
Edmond C. Kagi of 
Sasaki-Walker of Sausalito, also 
told the council that if it went 
directly to a nursery, it would 


be acting “immorally and lile 
gaily ” 
When 
the council 
finally 
agreed to siand on its earlier 
decision to hire Alexander, 
Mrs Barnard exploded: “We’re 
totally trapped, it’s insuffera 
ble, it’s the kind of thing that 
makes you want to resign from 
the city council “ 


“ It better be good, it better 
be 
a 
beautiful 
plan,” she 
warned Alexander. 


The council tried to pin Alex­ 
ander down on an early finish­ 
ing 
date 
for 
his 
plans 
but 
agreed that there would have to 
be at least two reviews by the 
architectural advisory commis­ 
sion and one by the council. 
Alexander said that if city 
reviews went quickly he could 
finish by early January. How­ 
ever, he also said he needed 
three weeks to prepare a pre­ 
liminary concept, three weeks 
to prepare a final plan and a 
month to do working drawings. 
Even without extensive city re­ 
view, this time schedule seems 
to 
indicate 
he cannot finish 
until mid-February 


At the council's suggestion, 
he said he would start by pick­ 
ing out trees first for Miller 
Avenue 
The council said it 
would forego extensive city re­ 
views on this part of rhe green­ 
ery in hopes of planting the 
trees as quickly as possible.

work, Alexander will be doing 
planting pians for median strips 
on Camino Alto and Sycamore 
Avenue.

Another Election 
For People To Ignore 
We have too many elections. 
This has long been recog­ 
nized. Last year, the legislature 
did something about it, by pass­ 
ing Senate Bill 230 by state Sen. 
W. Craig Biddle, R-Riverside, 
establishing five election dates 
over each two-year period, with 
which all others must be con­ 
solidated. 
The five are the first Monday 
in March each year (for school 
board elections in odd-num­ 
bered and municipal elections 
in even-numbered years), the 
first Tuesday after the first 
Monday in June in even-num­ 
bered years (for the primaries), 
and the first Tuesday after the 
first Monday in November (for 
the general election in even- 
numbered years and statewise 
measures plus elections in 
some kinds of special districts 
in odd-numbered years). 
THIS GOT RID of quite a few 
election dates for assorted spe­ 
cial districts. But this year the 
legislature (the same legisla­ 
ture, in the second spasm of its 
two-year miscarriage) undid 
what it had done last year by 
adding another election date. 
The new election is the last 
Tuesday in May in odd-num­ 
bered years (such as 1975). 
It was added by Assembly 
Bill 4180 by Assemblyman Jim 
Key sor, D-San Fernando, which 
whisked through in the mad 
final week of the legislature’s 
first biennial session, when 
bills were passing so fast the 
lawmakers didn’t know what 
they were voting on. It got 
signed by Gov. Ronald Reagan, 
perhaps because he was so 
bogged down with all those 
last-minute bills. Anyhow, it is 
now Section 2054 of the Elec­ 
tions Code. 
The purpose of adding the 
new date is obscure to us. But 
it is likely to be seized upon by 
school districts in attempts to 


A Simplistic Idea 
'The notion seems to be grip­ 
ping America, and Marin in 
particular, that you are what 
you eat. The idea of a balanced 
diet of wholesome food being 
good for the health is, of 
course, a sound one. But it is a 
quantum jump from this to the 


get increases in the amount of 
spending per pupil beyond that 
authorized under “Senate Bill 
90“ ceilings. 
And since other governing 
bodies, from the legislature it­ 
self on down, are prone to find 
things they think must be put 
before the electorate, the last 
Tuesday in May probably will 
provide more cluttered ballots 
to be ignored by more stay-at- 
home non-voters. 
RATHER THAN adding elec­ 
tions, we should do something 
about getting the voters out for 
those we have. Every addition­ 
al election date tends to reduce 
the turnout — as amply evi­ 
denced by the usually poor 
responses for municipal and 
school board elections. 
One thing we might do is 
copy what has been done in 
most other democratic coun­ 
tries: Have two days of voting, 
on week-ends. 
The United States is almost 
alone in holding elections on 
regular working days. Most 
countries open the polls on 
Saturday and Sunday, provid­ 
ing ample opportunity for ev­ 
eryone to cast his ballot. And 
all of them — even those where 
voting is a mere formality be­ 
cause of one-party dictator­ 
ships — have much greater 
voter turnouts than we do. 
Congress has not as yet 
shown the same predilection 
toward playing around with 
election dates that characteriz­ 
es o u r state legislature. (For 
that matter, Congress does not 
introduce nor pass nearly so 
many bills as the California 
Legislature). But we would sug­ 
gest that Congress might turn 
its attention to providing week­ 
end elections in the hope of 
getting more Americans to ex­ 
ercise this basic right and duty 
of citizenship — and that the 
California Legislature fall in 
step by doing the same.

$100 Contribution To Wornum 
May Cost Meyer County Office 


Racers who get out in first place too 
early in any contest face the risk of 
running' out of steam. Witness Dean N. 
Meyer’s early gallop for the vacancy due 
next month when Marin County Supervi­ 
sor Michael Wornum. is supposed to 
depart for his new seat in the state 
Assembly. 
We saw Meyer’s way out front last 
week, but now hear the quiet rasp of 
saws cutting his branch right off the 
political tree. 
It is far from clear who is likely to take 
Meyer’s place as leading candidate for 
the governor to appoint to Wornum‘s 
seat, but the only other name being 
considered seriously by most is Virginia 
Brunini, administrative assistant to As­ 
semblyman William T Bagley. Wornum 
won his seat after Bagley chose not to 
seek re-election 
Meyer’s biggest liability is a $100 
contribution he made to Wornum’s pri­ 
mary election campaign. The political 
disloyalty at issue is that Meyer is a 
Republican, Wornum is a Democrat —

Resentment toward Meyer reportedly 
is running high among the governor's 
staff, and local Republicans have pep­ 
pered the staff with letters protesting 
consideration of Meyer. As put by one 
observer, Meyer's contribution to Worn­ 
um may prove to be the most expensive 
he ever has made 
WORNUM HAS THREATENED to wait 
until January- to take office unless Gov. 
Ronald Reagan appointed someone ac­ 
ceptable to Wornum — such as Meyer. 
Wornum’s legal right to delay taking 
office, however, has come under intense 
legal fire. 
Both the legislative counsel and attor­ 
ney general have agreed that the consti­ 
tution apparently requires the governor 
immediately to declare Wornum’s seat: 
vacant if he is now sworn, in. Dec... 2, and 
to call, a special election... 
Some Republicans, uncertain about 
both Meyer and Mrs. Brunini (her boss, 
after all, is not universally beloved by so- 
called “real Republicans,” who claim 
Bagley is not as faithful as they to the 
party’s principles), are casting about for 
other prospects. The woods, however, are 
either empty or very quiet. 
MARIN COUNTY Transit District di­ 
rectors should be forced to ride on the 
local bus system they have devised for 
the public.

County Plan Needs 
Implementation Now 
If I read rightly, the thrust of the lead 
editorial in Thursday's (Nov.. 14) edition 
was its assertion that if the environmen­ 
tal protection goals of Marin County's 
adopted county-wide plan, are secured by 
implementing the plan’s growth control, 
policies, we shall bring about the socially 
undesirable result of “ favoring those with 
higher incomes and causing a shift to­ 
ward an older and wealthier population 
. .. (and) making the environment availa­ 
ble only to those with increasingly high 
incomes.” In short, that home prices and 
rents will go up and force people in low 
and moderate income brackets to find 
housing elsewhere. The I-J’s answer to 
this problem is to permit the housing 
supply to catch up to demand. 
It is true that the county-wide plan has 
as one of its goals the protection of 
Marin’s environment; another of its goals 
is the maintenance of the diverse eco­ 
nomic and social segments of our popula­ 
tion, recognizing that this requires, inter 
alia, that low and. moderate income 
bousing must be provided. Among the 
strategies proposed to achieve these two 
goals, protection of the environment and 
maintenance of the population mix, are 
policies favoring growth in the eastern 
corridor of the county and restricting 
growth elsewhere in the county. 
. . . It should be noted that while the 
plan does indeed contemplate growth, it 
also attempts to provide the mechanism 
to regulate the rate of growth to prevent 
unwanted community disruption, to cush­ 
ion the impact of growth. 
If we who live in Marin are unwilling to 
permit any growth, we shall suffer the 
socially undesirable consequences of no 
growth. If we adopt the I-J’s laissez-faire 
position, we shall suffer the consequences 
o: unrestricted growth which are demon­ 
strably unacceptable to those who live 
here now. 
In the absence of other viable proposals 
to .resolve this dilemma, we can do as 
much, as may be politically acceptable to

Ford's Trip May Impress Him 
With Hazards Of Nuclear Policy

WASHINGTON - W’hen in doubt, trav­ 
el. That has been the prescription Presi­ 
dent Ford’s recent predecessors have 
fallen back on when troubles at borne 
have closed in. After all, you get on 
television via satellite every night in an 
exotic setting with theoretically cheering 
crowds hailing your presence. 
But Ford’s travels this week are likely 
to be bedeviled by troubles abroad that 
cannot be resolved by a television spec­ 
tacular. Whether this is the wrong trip at 
the wrong time is a question that hangs 
over the presiden’ts quick sortie to the 
Far East, 
IN JAPAN, Prime Minister Kakuei 
Tanaka is in a 'political crunch so acute 
that he can hardly survive the year. The 
underlying anti-Americanism has been 
sharpened by the revelation that Ameri­ 
can naval vessels in Japanese ports 
retain their nuclear w-eapons. 
This was followed by a report of a 
secret agreement between the govern­ 
ments of Japan and the United States 
permitting transit of ships or planes 
carry ing nuclear arms. 
But there is something to be said for 
the first visit of an incumbent president 
to Japan, if only to rebut the Japanese 
feeling of neglect and indifference on the 
part of the other great Pacific power. 
Responding to an invitation that had 
been accepted by former President Nix­ 
on, President Ford would have caused 
serious offense if he had called the visit 
off. 
IT IS THE STOP in South Korea after 
Japan that raises the gravest doubts 
about the disarray of America’s nuclear 
policy. Besides 46,000 American troops, 
the United States has nuclear weapons in 
a dictatorship ruled by President Chung 
Hee Park in spite of frequent outbursts of 
violence. 
The pressure on Ford to put Seoul on 
his itinerary' came from forces notably 
the military, believing that once on the 
scene he will endorse Park and the need 
to keep American troops in place. 
Adm. Gene R La Rocque (Ret ) in 
testimony before a Senate subcommittee 
revealed, more by inadvertence than 
intention, that American ships carrying 
nuclear weapons move in and out of 
Japanese ports. 
But the principal thrust of his testimo- 
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ny. as director of the Center for Defense 
Information, was on the danger of nucle­ 
ar weapons deployed in countries where 
terrorists, by seizing one or more of these 
weapons, can blackmail the world. This 
was La Rocque’s testimony on South 
Korea: 
“I think we are in great danger and it 
is growing all the time as long as P ari 
stays in power and continues to increase 
his power in South Korea. It is just a 
matter oí time before we have a major 
disagreement 'with 'the South Koreans. 
They have a larger military force than 
the North Koreans . . . They don’t really 
need us there. 
"If we can pull out gracefully 'with our' 
nuclear weapons and our men, we will 
get out with a whole skin. But if we wait 
until they throw us out, they may also 
decide to keep those nuclear weapons and 
use them as bargaining chips for whatev­ 
er they want to obtain from tbe United 
States. It is a very hazardous situation.” 
THE SAME THREAT exists in both 
Turkey and Greece. The conflict on 
Cyprus and the Kissinger policy, or lack 
of it, have stirred deep enmities in both 
these NATO partners. 
The outlook in Greece is uncertain. 
Turkey refused to receive Kissinger on 
his recent swing and demonstrators 
marched through the streets of Ankara 
denouncing him as a murderer. 
All this points up the urgent need to 
bring order out of a random: nuclear 
policy that has seen the military profli­ 
gate in deploying the ultimate weapon 
with alleged friends around the world. 
On Turkish soil, Greek soil, South 
Korean soil, Americans retain control of 
these caches, which are stored in steel 
and concrete igloos. But the size of the 
uniformed American guard is small. 
Perhaps on his travels, President Ford 
may be impressed by the need to tackle 
this helter-skelter policy so charged with 
peril foi all concerned. Ashe moves from 
banquet to banquet and conference to 
conference, ending in Vladivostok with 
Leonid Brezhnev, there will be no time 
for thought 
But on his return, if ever he has an 
opportunity to reflect in the oval office, 
he may come up with some tough deci­ 
sions.

While the loss of 40-plus 
House seats may have justified calling 
the Democratic victory a landslide, the 
Republicans came out of the elections 
with fewer losses in the Senate and 
statehouses than many independent ob­ 
servers (and many Republicans) expect­ 
ed.

file” of the party. 
“It has long been manifest that Repub­ 
licans have to nominate moderates or 
progressives if they want to win state­ 
wide office in the more populous states,” 
a Ripon statement said. 
As backup for its conclusion, the group 
said “30 of the 70 members of the 
archconservative Republican House 
‘Steering Committee'’ lost Nov.. 5, while 
“only one of the 32 members of the 
moderate Republican ‘Wednesday Group’ 
failed in reelection bids.” 
Ripon adds; “To blame the large losses 
of the GOP on Watergate alone obscures 
the fact that the victims of Watergate 
tended to be those congressmen who 
made no effort to broaden the base of 
their constituency.” 
THE CONSERVATIVE RESPONSE to 
the election is to deny that it was a 
liberal victory. Patrick J. Buchanan, 
former speechwriter in the Nixon White 
House and a staunch conservative, wrote 
that successful Democrats like Sen. 
George S. McGovern and Gary Hart 
campaigned in 1974 on conservative 
themes and that “the national trend 
remains to the right.” 
To Buchanan, the election Ford and 
other Republican leaders ought to be 
looking at is 1972, when he said the GOP 
gave voters “clear and compelling .rea­ 
sons” for supporting: it. 
And, he says, if the Republican party is 
“ever to forge a new coalition” of Ameri­ 
cans opposed to liberal policies and 
programs, “it must set aside the politics 
of ‘conciliation, compromise, cooperation 
and consensus’.” 
Ripon and Buchanan were making 
public statements. But the ear they were 
trying to catch was in the White House.

Aspirin Is Found Helpful 
Against Small Strokes 


DALLAS ÍUPD - Aspinn ap­ 
parently reduces the num ber of 
“little strokes” in elderly pa­ 
tients although it has no effect 
on death rates, several doctors 
said yesterday. 
The problem, called transient 
ischemic 
attacks, 
disappears 
completely without treatm ent 
in one-third of the patients, 
another one-third continue to 
have them with no change and 
another third progress to se­ 
vere strokes, the doctors, said. 


Dr. William K- Hass of the 
New York University' Medical 
Center said the attacks are 
simply a “limping brain,’’ in 
which blood flow is cut off 
momentarily to areas of the 
brain. 
The patient will have dizzi­ 
ness, numbness, clum siness or 
confusion of speech or sight, 
Hass 
said 
at 
the 
American 
Heart Association Conference 
However, many of the per­ 
sons who experience the prob­ 
lems take aspirin, which seems 


to relieve the recurrence, said 
Dr H J Barnett of the Western 
Ontario School of Medicine in 
London, Ont. 
Barnett said 
aspirin slows 
blood coagulation and reduces 
blood d o t obstructions which 
prevent the flow to the brain 
and thus causes the attacks. A j 
severe stroke is from m ajor 
stoppage of blood: to' the brain, 
j 
He said, however, long-acting' ¡ 
aspirin does not affect 'Coagula­ 
tion 
because 
it 
is 
released ¡ 
through the lower gastrointes- j 
tinal tract and is altered. 
“ We know it seem s to have 
some effect on the attacks, but 
regardless it seems to have no 
effect on preserving life,” he 
said. 
At another symposium at the 
four-day conference, a panel of 
doctors said that a surgical 
bypass of diseased heart ves­ 
sels seem s to prolong life. 
The doctors said, though, that 
studies have not proven the 
surgery affects longevity.

When you send someone a present, you want them to 
receive it looking like a present. So they'll know you not only 
cared enough to take the trouble to pick out a gift. You also 
cared enough to make sure it arrived in the condition a gift 
should arrive.

2. Even if your gift is in a gift box, put it inside a sturdy 
corrugated box. (Make sure this is well-cushioned, too. More 
newspaper will do that.) 
3. Put a slip of paper with the full address and your return 
address inside the corrugated box. Seal with tape and tie with 
twine. (That address inside the box is worth remembering 
because if the outside becomes unreadable, the Post Office will 
still know where to deliver the package.) 
4. Write or print the destination address and your return 
address (both with Zip Codes) on the side of the package you 
put the postage. 
In a real hurry? 
When you need to send your gift in a real hurry, then send 
it Priority Mail—that's Parcel Post by air. That will get it any­ 
where in the country in just 2 or 3 days. And if the gift is valu­ 
able, be sure to have it insured. 
You'll find that when you take a few minutes to wrap it 
securely, your gift should get where it's going still looking the 
way it did when you bought it at the store.

Perfect For Rich Yule-Givers: 
A $30,000 Flick Of The Folks

A Greenbrae man who got to 
musing about the problems of 
the wealthy (“ a guy can’t give 
his wife a $30,000 fur coat every 
year”) has come up with the 
“ultimate gift" for rich Santas. 
Furthermore, Chet Patterson 
has convinced the New York- 
based firm, Abercrombie and 
Fitch, to take his idea seriously 
enough to feature it in their 
annual Christmas catalogue. 
In a full-page ad in the bro­ 
chure w'hich went out to 150,000 
Abercrombie customers across 
the nation last week, Patter­ 
son's expensive gift is bally- 
hooed. 
"H ere’s the gift of the centu­ 
ry — never offered anywhere 
before," the ad says. 
And then it goes on to de­ 
scribe how, for $30,000, a movie 
of “professional quality with 
color, music, narration, slow 
motion, optical effects and ti­ 
tles’* will be made “about your 
family.” 
“ Include scenes of everything 
your family does — your daugh­ 
te r’s wedding, graduations, 
christenings, anniversaries — 
including the new boat, golf and 
tennis, your home and your 
summer place — you name it 
and we'll film it," the ad prom­ 
ises. 


Sitting before a late afternoon 
fire in his Greenbrae home, 
Patterson, partner in a San 
Francisco advertising services 
firm, told how he conceived the 
idea. 
He remembered reading that 
Henry Ford spent $150,000 on 
his daughter's wedding. (“ For 
$30,000 more, he could have had 
a movie made,” Patterson ¿aid 
with a chuckle.) 
He mulled over in his mind 
expensive gifts given by the 
rich — like one-of-a-kind vehi­ 
cles or flying a whole crew of 
people to Hawaii for a week­ 
end." 
Why not a movie' as a gift to 
one's family? 
Patterson. uhose firm the 
Film Works makes films for 
television and commercial use, 
knew it would be possible to 
bring professional talent to 
such a venture and produce a 
slick result. 
Enthused with his idea, he 
placed a call to Abercrombie 
and 
Fitch 
in 
New' 
York. 
“Gimme the second guy in 
command,” he told the switch­ 
board operator. (.Patterson ex­ 
plained it is his theory that the 
second man 
in a corporate 
structure usually is a good per­ 
son for getting things done.)

Clerk Given A Raise 
Over Bales' Protest 


Rapping Marin Dist. Atty. 
Bruce B. Bales for the second 
time in six months for failure to 
follow county personnel proce­ 
dures, 
the 
county personnel 
commission yesterday over his 
objections granted a $27-per- 
month raise to one of his file 
clerks. 
The com mission, however, 
u n anim ously d ism issed a 
charge by clerk Alina M. Gar­ 
cia against her boss that her 
raise had been withheld be­ 
cause she refused to participate 
in Bales’s election campaign 
last spring. 
Mrs. Garcia, one of the low­ 
est paid employees at the coun­ 
ty Civic Center, had been mak­ 
ing $543 a month. 
Her request that she be 
granted a “step" raise, which 
she had been denied by Bales, 
was approved on the grounds 
that she had received inade­ 
quate training for her job and 
an improper performance eval­ 
uation. 
Mrs. Garcia testified during a 
10-hour hearing yesterday that 
she learned the full extent of 
her job only after an evaluation 
of her work in September, two 
weeks before she was denied a 
raise. 
“ I don’t believe the district 
attorney can rely on an evalua­ 
tion done two weeks before the 
salary increase denial," Com­ 
missioner I. Wayland Bonbright 
said. 
“ He apparently believes in 
other ways of handling employ­ 
ee relations, though this is the 
method (regular evaluations) 
the county has chosen,” he 
added. 
Mrs.. Garcia had charged that 
she was denied the raise be­ 


cause she refused to duplicate a 
piece of Bales’s campaign liter­ 
ature on an office duplicating 
machine. Bales had retorted 
that Mrs. Garcia was a slow 
worker. 
In answering questions yes­ 
terday by Mrs. Garcia’s law­ 
yer. Richard H. Breiner. a su­ 
pervising secretary, Elaine 
Hall, acknowledged that two 
evaluation reports on Mrs. Gar­ 
cia’s work performance should 
have been prepared prior to 
last April. 
She said, however, that, she 
told Mrs. Garcia to wait for an 
evaluation because she "hadn’t 
been properly trained” but lat­ 
er decided to make the Septem­ 
ber evaluation to justify not. 
giving the clerk a raise. 
Bremer called three other 
witnesses in his defense of Mrs. 
Garcia. 
Heidi Brown recounted ob­ 
serving Mrs. Hall criticize the 
file clerk last August. She said 
Mrs. Hall had just returned 
from a three-hour lunch break 
and had alcohol on her breath.

“really super,” Patterson even­ 
tually wras put in touch with an 
Abercrombie and Fitch man 
whose job is “special gifts.”

Patterson said, 
that when a customer desires to 
purchase a Picasso, the special 
gifts man makes arrangements 
to get him one — traveling 
wherever necessary'. 


The special gifts man was 
‘'really delighted" with Patter­ 
son’s proposal, and eventually a 
price was placed on the movie 
gift. 
The 
Abercrombie 
man 
mentioned to Patterson that a 
customer had just had him 
purchase $46,'000 worth of gifts 
for his father and that big 
spending apparently is not com­ 
pletely out of style. 


In fact, Abercrombie, accord­ 
ing to Patterson, has not includ­ 
ed the $30,000 film in the cata­ 
logue just as an advertising 
gimmick but actually antici­ 
pates selling at least 1.0 of the 
movies. 


The firm will make very little 
money on the film, though, 
Patterson said, because a low 
markup was agreed upon. 


As for the movies, Patterson 
expects they will be “like the 
Cl a rol commercial.” 
In other words, he explained, 
he feels his firm can make even 
inarticulate, unattractive peo­ 
ple “look like gangbusters." 
A writer will be assigned to 
the family that will star in the 
movie, eventually a “ story 
board" will be worked up, and 
music and titles added. Possi­ 
bly special effects w-ill be in­ 
cluded in the movie — Patter­ 
son explained that a “ very high 
speed cam era" can make a 
young child “ running toward 
the camera a fabulous sight.” 
Where will people view' their 
very own movies? Either in 
their living rooms with their 
own projectors or in their telev­ 
ision sets with special cas­ 
settes, Patterson explained. 
Unhampered by the rigidity 
of television’s time segment re­ 
quirements, Patterson is sure 
he can create movies that are 
of a "comfortable" length. — all 
at least 20 minutes long. 
But what excites him most is 
the wait for customers. 
Who will be the first buyer — 
a rich Texas oil man, a rock 
group or someone in Olema no 
one ever heard of.

A microscopic organism is 
responsible for at least some of 
the outbreak of gastrointestinal 
problems that have sickened 
Sausalito area residents, ac­ 
cording to Dr. Carolyn B. Al­ 
brecht, county health, officer.

She 
said there appear to have been 
few or no new c^ses of the 
illness, which weakened dozens 
of Sausalito area residents in. 
the last couple of months.

It was a crime that almost, 
didn't happen. 
But if it hadn't, something 
like it was bound to take place 
sooner or later, because the 
three young people who came 
together that summer morning 
were programmed that way. 
They shared backgrounds 
similar in many ways. The 
fathers of all three were serv­ 
icemen, moving their families 
here and there. 
And at the root of their prob­ 
lems loomed one factor — dis­ 
cipline,, either too much or not 
enough. 
Malcolm Stuart was a bright, 
articulate youth, but the seeds 
of his future legal conflicts al­ 
ready were sowrn when he en­ 
tered high school. A frequent 
runaway in his early years, he 
was arrested but once — for 
stealing a bicycle.. 
"Although the defendant was 
a wild and 
restless youth,” 
wrote his probation officer, 
“the Stuart parents apparently 
set few limits on their son. 
There were some attempts at 
setting time restrictions, but 
when Malcolm did not respond, 
the parents did not follow- 
through. Consequently, Mal­ 
colm pretty much did things his 
own way as a child.” 
By the time Stuart left high 
school to join the Air Force — 
following in his father’s foot­ 
steps — his behavior patterns 


were well established. Soon, he 
became fast friends with anoth­ 
er airman. Warren Bullock 
Like Stuart, Bullock was 37 
and an “ Air Force brat.” He 
was born in Germany, the child 
of an American father and a 
German mother. 
From the start, the household 
was in turmoil. Bullock’s fath­ 
er, a heavy drinker, often 'heat 
his son. For years there were 
terrible arguments. 
(After his son's arrest, in an 
interview with, a probation offi­ 
cer. Bullock made a very? diffi­ 
cult admission He had been too 
severe with the boy, he con­ 
fessed. Once he even had the 
youth placed in juvenile hail, 
because he refused to get a 
haircut.) 
Bullock responded to the con­ 
fused home situation by run­ 
ning away. 
“ In the home," the probation 
officer observed, 
m aterial 
comforts were provided for the 
defendant but very little was 
available in terms of affec­ 
tion." 
Soon after he entered the Air 
Force, something happened 
which affected Bullock deeply. 
'Word reached him at his base 
in Texas that his fiancee was 
living with four men and having 
sex with all of them. 
Wounded, 
Bullock left the 
base without, 'permission and. 
returned to California to con­ 
front the woman. When he got 
back to Texas, he tried to kill 
himself by overdosing on barbi­ 
turates and very nearly suc­ 
ceeded. 
Bullock and Stuart were dis­ 
charged from the Air Force. 
.Both tried working, but they 
only lasted a few months. Both 
were 18. 
The third robber was a wom­ 
an, Kathy Whitworth. She met 
Bullock and Stuart in. an East 
Bay crash pad and was Bul­ 
lock’s lover for a while 
A wild and rebellious adoles­ 
cent, Mrs. Whitworth ran away 
from home in reaction to her 
parents’ harsh discipline.

Whatever the motivation, the 
two walked up to the couple. 
Bullock held a knife at the 
young man s neck and said 
“ Don’t move 
Give me your 
wallet, keys and watch " 
The frightened youth com­ 
plied and the three drove off 
Within 30 minutes their car 
had been spotted on Highway 
101 and the three were under 
arrest. Only the young man s 
watch was recovered; the wa - 
let and keys had been tossed 
out the window of the speeding 
car. 
Psychiatric interviews at Ma­ 


rin County Jail revealed Bul­ 
lock as “ honest and pleasant 
but weak and impulsive” and 
easily influenced by his peers 
Stuart 
was described as 
"bright 
and perceptive’’ but 
’ unable to find a constructive 
outlet for his restless energies. 
He has few reservations about 
resorting to criminal activities 
to satisfy his wants." 
Mrs 
Whitworth was called 
“ attractiv e and intelligent, 
and her probation officer said 
of her- “ She knows had she 
become addicted to heroin her 
next recourse would have been 
to prostitute herself." 
Under the circumstances, the 
case has concluded1 as well as it 
could for the three Mrs. W’hi- 
tworth and Bullock were told 
they wouldn’t have to serve jail 
time if they went, through a 
drug program in San Francis­ 
co 
Stuart, thought to have beer 
the instigator of the robbery 
that almost wasn't, was sent to 
the California Youth Authority.

Taped History For Scholars' Eyes

NEW YORK (AP) - Oral 
history collections — taped 
talks with famous figures — 
aren't new at universities. AJas, 
they only serve scholars’ ears, 
not eyes. But work has begun to 
let the eyes have it. too 
Former diplomat Augier Bid­ 
dle Duke says he’s trying to 
create a videotape file of schol­ 
arly interviews with key Ameri­ 
cans wrho, though now out of 
governm ent service, helped 
shape modem Amencan histo­ 
ry- 
The collection, be adds, is for 
the archives of Duke University 
and intended “to provide a 
record for scholars and his tori 
ans” in which they can observe 
as well as listen to the subject 
Duke, 58, the chief White 
House protocol officer in the 
Kennedy Administration, said 
he and Jay Rutherford, a form­ 
er state department colleague, 
began work on the project 
about a year ago 
He said Lbe Duke file already 
contains videotape interviews 
he’s had with former Sen. John 
Sherman Cooper, a member of 
the Warren Commission, Earl'

The unanimous opinion came 
in a case brought in Los Ange­ 
les by Empire West, a building 
organization that contended 
Southern California Gas Co. 
presented an estimate of the 
cost of installing and operating 
a gas heating and cooling sys­ 
tem in an apartment complex 
without accurate backup data 
The builder said it iound out 
later that the system was more 
costly to install than an electric 
system and would cost about 
$8,000 more per year to operate 
than predicted. 
The company sued, but a 
lower court issued a summary 
judgment in favor of the utility. 
In reversing and sending the 
case back to the lower court, 
the Supreme Court held that 
since the complaint alleged a 
misrepresentation of projected 
costs rather than published tar­ 
iff rates, the policy recovery of 
preferential rates was not ap­ 
plicable.

Earthquake 
Prediction 
Is Doubted 


WASHINGTON OJPI) - A 
noted geophysicist says there is 
considerable scientific reason 
to doubt the prediction by two 
astronomers that a rare lineup 
of the planets will trigger a 
major earthquake along Cali­ 
fornia's San Andreas fault in 


1082. 
Dr William M Kauala, pro­ 
fessor of geophysics at the Uni­ 
versity of California at Los 
Angeles, said in a review pub­ 
lished in this week's issue of 
Science Magazine that the anal­ 
ysis of John R Gribbin and 
Stepehen H Plagemann has 
several defects 
Gribbin 
and 
Plagem ann 
made th^ir prediction in a book, 
“The Jupiter Effect,” and said 
the quake is likely to occur in 
the Los Angeles area They said 
it could be “one of the greatest 
disasters in modern times.” 
“It is quite likely that there 
will be a seriously damaging 
earthquake in California within 
the next 50 years,” Kauala 
said “The authors are correct 
in saying that better prepara­ 
tion for such an event is need­ 
ed. 
“However, to predict a spe­ 
cific year in which the quake 
will occur does a disservice, 
like crying wolf From present 
evidence the quake is no more 
likely to occur in 1982 than in 
1975 or 2001 
“All we can confidently pre­ 
dict now is that in 1975 Gribbin 
and Plagemann will sell a lot of 
copies of their book as a conse­ 
quence of the new spectacular 
“earthquake” which universal 
pictures is readying for the 
Christmas trade ” 
Gribbin and Plagemann said 
a chain of natural phenomena 
would probably release forces 
that are building up along the 
San Andreas fault They said in 
1982 the nine planets will line 
up on the same side of the sun 
for the first time in 179 years 
and this should coincide with a 
peak of sunspot activity on the 
sun.

Timber Crisis Could 
Be Next For Nation

ATLANTA, Ga. — U.S. forest produc­ 
tion m ust be doubled within. 25 years if 
America is to avoid a "tim ber crisis." 
Industry officials, worried by the strain 
being put on supplies of wood in some 
regions, axe calling for stepped-up action 
by .government, private landowners, and 
industry itself. 
The "energy crisis" and the public 
roasting given the oil industry because of 
it have helped to alert forest officials to 
the need for action. They are aw are that 
a 
"timber crisis,” with shortages of 
everything from newsprint to paper tow­ 
els, could land the industry’ on the same 
public hot seat. 
"I don't relish the thought of standing 
before the public at some future date to 
explain a wood fiber shortage," says 
Jack E. Meadows, senior vice president 
of Georgia-Pacific Corp. 
Already, Meadows said, harvests of 
Umber exceed the growth rates in the 
South's principal "wood basket” areas — 
Georgia. .Alabama, Mississippi, 'Louis­ 
iana. east Texas. 
Nationwide, according to federal fig­ 
ures, softwood timber is being chopped 
down on industry’ land 60 per cent faster 
than it: is growing — that is 16...3 billion 
board feet (bbf) cut in 1973 while growlh 
is 10 bbf In national forests, softwood is 
being harvested 45 per cent faster than 
the growlh rate (1,2.7 bbf removed while 
only 8.5 bbf is grown). 
Only in privately held tracts does the 
growth of softwood (17.7 bbf a year) 
exceed the harvest (4.4 bbf*. 
The hardwood story is more optimistic 
— total U.S. harvest, 15.1 billion board 
feet; total growth. 19.6. But hardwood 
plays a much smaller role in the total 
forest picture 
Softwoods are used prim arily in supply­ 
ing fiber for the paper and cardboard 
industry, as well as wood for construc­ 
tion 
Hardwoods are used mainly in 
veneers, flooring, cabinetry’, and some 
specialty pa perm a king. 


Unlike 
the 
energy crisis, 
however, 
there is still plenty of time to head, off 
serious wood shortages — if strong action 
is taken soon, say observers. 
"We’ve got to plant 30 million acres of 
private lands . „ . by the year 2000,” says 
Don Smith of the Southern Forest .Insti­ 
tute. 
The nation’s four million small land­ 
owners control some 300 million acres — 
and without their help, future tim ber 
shortages are virtually a certainty, indus­ 
try experts say. 
Several steps are seen as essential to 
boosting nationwide output. Among those 
suggested by industry or government: 
"Super trees.” Genetically improved 
trees now being planted widely, could 
eventually cut growing time to pulpwood- 
size from 36 years to 10 or 15, 
Improved 
harvesting 
methods. 
One 
prototype harvester grabs each tree with 
huge steel bands and pulls it from the soil 
"like a carrot.” Stumps and roots can be 
used, and replanting on the cleared plot 
is facilitated. 
Tax incentives. Local and state govern­ 
ments are being urged to base taxes on 
the rate of tree growlh rather than a flat 
per-acre charge. 
Industry cooperation. Corporations are 
being urged to help small landowners 
with technical and other assistance. 
Freight rates. Because of government 
rules, a short haul can cost more than a 
long haul, thereby making some valuable 
timber stands uneconomic to harvest. 
Public understanding. Environmental 
pressures and pubic demands for in­ 
creased "wilderness” areas without log­ 
ging could cut severely into available 
supplies toward the end of the century, 
industry leaders say. 
The “ tim ber crisis” is not here yet. 
And public awareness could assure that 
steady supplies of wood and paper will 
continue for many generations.

Stop Chris Ehrler 


Hard To Discourage This Tennis Player

The question came from Chris Ehrler while she 
waited for the ball on her side of the net on the 
tennis courts at College of Marin.

In addition 
she has water skied, and has 
ice skated and roller skated 
She also wants to takeup skiing 
this year. 
Chris got the idea for tennis 
when she was at Oceana High 
School in Pacifica two years 
ago. 
She was then Christeli 
(Chris) Christopher 
“ A friend 
dared me to try it,’’ she said 
To be able to hear where the 
ball was, she cut open tennis 
balls and inserted sm all bells. 
She couid hear the ball when it 
«truck the court, but the bounce 
was not true. Because of this, 
she abandoned that method. 
Now a student at Coliege of 


Marin, she still uses her ears to 
locate the ball after it bounces 
on the court in front of her. but 
it’s the sound of the ball only, 
no hells. 


Her playing partner is Joelle 
Over lock, 30, a coed a t College 
of Marin. The two of them get 
out about once a week to hit 
balls back and forth. Joelle's 
voice keeps Chris pointed in the 
right direction and she tells her 
when she is going to hit one to 
her.

On Mussels 
And Clams 
State and local health depart­ 
ments yesterday Lifted their an­ 
nual ban against eating mussels 
and clams from coastal waters. 
Dr. Carolyn B. Albreeht, Ma­ 
rin County health officer, 
warned, however, that even 
though the annual summertime 
quarantine because of “ red 
tide” poisoning has been lifted, 
shellfish still should not be col­ 
lected in any area polluted by 
sewage. 
This includes all of Bolinas 
Lagoon, and certain other Ma­ 
rin coastal areas. Dr. Albrecht 
said signs had been posted in 
the danger areas, but that she 
is unsure whether any of the 
signs may have been removed 
by vandals 
During summer months, a 
toxic microscopic organism 
that swarms in the water to 
cause ‘‘red tides” accumulates 
in clams and mussels, but the 
quarantine is lifted each fall as 
the organism dies out.

TOKYO ÍITPD - Secretary’ of 
State Henry A. Kissinger 
warned today that President 
Ford may use ‘ other means” 
to cut energy consumption in 
the l Tnited States if his pleas 
for voluntary conservation go 
unheeded. 
‘The President is committed 
to achieving restraints (in ener­ 
gy consumption) over the next 
10 years,” Kissinger told a 
news conference. ‘‘He will do it 
either through voluntary or oth­ 
er means ” 
Kissinger was not specific 
about the “other means,” but 


Woman Jailed

There have been charges by 
Japanese leftists that the Unit­ 
ed States has been taking nucle­ 
ar weapons into Japan. 
Kissinger said there had been 
“discussion of the nuclear prob­ 
lem, and it was agreed that the 
nuclear issues would be han­ 
dled between Japan and the 
U.S. within the framework of 
the mutual security treaty.” 
Later in the day Kissinger 
called on former Prime Minis­ 
ter Eisaku Sato, recent winner 
of the Nobel Peace Prize. Sato 
told newsmen after the meeting 
Kissinger tried “indirectly” to 
sound him out on Japan’s politi­ 
cal situation. 
Sato is a long-time associate 
of former Finance Minister 
Takeo Fukuda, who is trying to 
unite leaders of the ruling Lib­ 
eral Democratic Party (LDP) to 
oust Tanaka from office. 
Kissinger also planned to 
meet with two of Tanaka’s clos­ 
est allies, Finance Minister Ma­ 
sayoshi Ohira and Minister of 


international Trade and Indus­ 
try Yasuhiro Nakasone. 
Last week Kissinger unveiled 
a new American proposal for 
major oil consuming nations to 
cut energy use across the board 
by 10 per cent. 
Ford explained the interna­ 
tional conservation proposa* to­ 
day to Tanaka. Although initial 
Japanese reactions to the idea 
have been cool, Kissinger later 
told reporters that Ford had 
been given a ‘‘sympathetic” 
hearing. 
Many Japanese officials see 
the international 10 per cent 
reduction plan as an effort to 
set up a confrontation between 
oil consuming countries and the 
Organization of Petroleum Ex­ 
porting Countries (OPEC). Ja­ 
pan. which depends on Mideast 
suppliers for 80 per cent of its 
oil, has tried to avoid such a 
confrontation.

“Water is tbe key to the 
conversion and use of our vast 
fossil fuel reserves in the 
west," Stamm said. 
“It is estimated that about 
870 000 acre feet of water will 
be needed annually in tbe upper 
basin by tbe year 2000 to meet 


tbe requirements of about 30 
major energy development 
projects which are in various 
stages of operation, construc­ 
tion or planning. " 
With the addition of increased 
demands by municipal, agricul­ 
tural, environmental and indus­ 
trial users “these competing 
uses in the Colorado River bas­ 
in could result in significant 
water shortages by tbe year 
2000," he said. 
Wyoming Gov. Stan Hatha­ 
way told tbe conference that 
Americans are spending too 
much time studying tbe prob­ 
lems of energy and food needs, 
and not doing enough about 
them.

Mexican Drug Gang Is Linked 
To Famed Trench Connection" 


TIJUANA. Mexico (UPI) — 
Mexican and American narcot­ 
ics agents who broke “the Mex­ 
ican connection" gang found 
not only a .global, multimillion- 
dollar drug em.pire, but a fami­ 
ly tree1 with familiar roots —the 
“ French connection" ring. 
Investigators of both nation* 
said tbe arrest of a key fourth 
person in the gang, a woman, 
Jed them to the ring’s records, 
filled with tbe identities of nar­ 
cotics dealers throughout the 
world and huge financial trans­ 
actions. 


They appeared to confirm an 
earlier suspicion that the Mexi­ 
can operation grew out of the 
“French connection." 
Tbe ring —run for more than 
three years from inside the 
state penitentiary in this border 
city —was shipping $3 million a 
month worth of 'drugs to the 
U ni ted St. a t e s , i n v e s t. i g a. tor s 
said. 
Its record books show con­ 
tacts with narcotics growers, 
processors, w holesalers and 
dealers throughout North and 
South America, Asia and Eu­ 
rope 
The records show $20 million 
in cash on deposit in Mexican 
banks, extensive 
real estate 
holdings and hundreds of thou­ 
sands of dollars in personal 
property. 
Seized documents even indi­ 
cated the nng was having two 
fishing 
boats 
constructed 
in 
Peru, with secret drug-smug­ 
gling compartments. 
The break came with the 


arrest last Friday of Patricia 
Torres de Hernandez, wife of 
Juan Hernandez, one of those 
arrested in. the prison. Impris­ 
oned with, him are his brother 
.Roberto,, and Robert’s wife, He­ 
len Valderain de Hernandez — 
who investigators said was the 
actual head of the ring. 
Mrs. Torres de Hernandez 
was arrested in a Tijuana hotel 
last Friday delivering a kilo 12.2 
pounds) of heroin to a customer 
from the midwestem United 
States, said Ramon Herrera Es- 
ponda, special agent of the 
Mexican federal attorney gen­ 
eral's office. 
Mexican officials have been 
tracking down the ring in coop­ 
eration with the U.S. Drug En­ 
forcement Administration. 
Investigators began to sus­ 
pect some months ago that the 
“ Mexican connection” ring not. 
only moved into the markets 
left vacant, by the breakup of 
the “ French connection,” but 
that the two gangs were related 
and may have done business 
with each other

turned into a best selling book 
and popular movie. 
The thousands of pages of 
records seized with Mrs. Her­ 
nandez showed that the Mexi­

gradually grew? in strength and 
profitability until it could re­ 
place the French ring when it 


was broken up. 
The documents included a list 
of aliases for Auguste Riccord, 
the head of the French connec­ 
tion ring, who is now? serving a 
20-year prison term, in the Unit­ 
ed States following years of 
intense international police 
work and diplomatic efforts. 
The list was accompanied by 
telephone numbers of Riccord’s 
hideouts in Latin America wrhen 
he was a fugitive, investigators
